hence, that Chirurgeons, or thote People who are bu- 
fizd about Holpitals, have this to defirable an ind/fe- 
rence, not being at all mov'd with Sights of this Na- 
ture — cho no more fit to make Fury men of than tome 
other Trades whom the Law has exprefly excluced for 
the fame Reafon.
